The news spread like 
magic, and before the deputise reached 
the republican olub thousands were 
marching behind them, snouting "Long 
live the Republic." The balconies near 
the republican club were thronged 
with tnea and women, who anawrtred 
the cheers of those below as the depu- 
ties passed. The club wee filled with 
representative republican*, who at 
onee gathered in conference to decide 
upon their future line of action. 

Meantime some ten thousand men 
and women had assembled some two 
hundred yards from the parliamentary 
building, and were cheering for the re- 
publicans. The polioe ordered them to 
disperse- They refused to do so. The 
police charged and were repulsed. 
Three oom panics of reinforcement* 
were summoned. All charged with 
drawn sabers, divided the mob, and

HorniiTos, Mich., May 15.— Ten mei 
wore dashed to pieces in thelted.TacWci 
perpendicular shaft of the Calumet and 
1 Ice In mine at nonn Sunday. The min- 
ers were coming up In the cage to din- 
ner, and the engineer hoisted the cage, 
against the timbers of the shaft The 
coupling pin broke, and the men and 
cage were dashed downward over three 
thousand feet to the bottom. 

The men were aboard a skip UBed iti 
hoisting rock, and when the load ol 
human freight reachod the surface, the 
engineer did not stop in time, but 
went to the top of the derrick, when it 
broke loose and fell with a crash to 
the bottom of the shaft. There is no 
way of reaching the bottom nor 
getting the dead men out except 
by going through another shaft hall 
a mile away, ao that it was nearly 
three hours liefore the true state of af- 
fairs could be ascertained, and It will 
be vowarde morning before the bodies 
can be brought to the surface H Is 
necessary to hoist them five hundred 
and fifty feet by ropes to roach the 
level of the next shaft, and then carry 
them nearly half a mile through the 
drifts and then hoist them by the man 
car.
